The resolution also gives a mandate 
for the development of educational 
and liturgical resources for same-gen- 
der ceremonies, with the understand- 
ing that the next edition of the Rabbi’s 
Manual will include an example of 
such a ceremony among the various 
wedding options printed therein.

I am proud that this immensely im- 
portant and public decision by the 
rabbinate of the Reform Movement 
stands as a courageous example to 
Conservative and Orthodox Jews, in 
the diaspora and in Israel, as well as 
to the clergy of nearly every other re- 
ligion, of the victory of morality, 
principles and justice over expediency 
and bigotry. 


On Sunday, April 2, Sha’ar Zahav 
held a successful and fascinating inter- 
generational discussion about sexual 
orientation, gender identity and com- 
munity. Originally cooked up (at her 
kitchen table) by Rose Katz who felt 
a need for more inter-generational 
dialogue in the congregation, the 
event was planned and facilitated by 
Rose, Stacey Hart and Riley Morgan, 
with lots of help from Dahlia Gross, 
CSZ Program Director. 


I am proud that this milestone is the 
culmination of years of hard work by 
leaders of the Reform Movement, in- 
spired by, and often including in their 
ranks, members of our own congrega- 
tion. This is the Reform Movement 
which has publicly opposed discrimi- 
nation against gay men and lesbians 
since 1977; which resolved in 1987 
that sexual orientation would not be 
a consideration for membership in, or 
participation in the activities of, any 
member congregation; which ordains 
out and proud gay and lesbian rabbis, 
and which supports the rights of same- 
gender couples to civil marriage and 
equal treatment under the law. 


Approximately 30 people attended, 
ranging in age from the early twenties 
to the late fifties or so (although the 
over-40 crowd was a bit under-repre- 
sented). Discussion focused on how 
age/generation informs our sexual 
and gender identities, and how we 


This is the Reform Movement whose 
Committee on Social Action adopted 
a resolution last October, supporting 
litigation against the anti-gay policies 
of the Boy Scouts of America (BSA), 
urged member congregations to spon- 
sor Boy and Cub Scout troops only 
after the BSA eliminates its discrimi- 
natory policy, and urged individual 
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of our members who serve on the 
UAHC’s regional and national boards 
and committees, and through the 
dedication of those members who at- 
tend its seminaries to become rabbis 
and cantors. 


I am proud that the Reform Move- 
ment, with its renewed focus on pray- 
er, music and spirituality, continues to 

carry on its tradition of social justice. 
It is true that these recent develop- 
ments are only a beginning, and that 

there will be years of work ahead be- 
fore prejudice and intolerance finally 

end. But Jews are a people of begin- 
nings - we read “Bereshith/In the Be- 
ginning” every year - and we will be 

equal to the task.

Their relationship inspired 
others at Sha’ar Zahav to go forward 
with plans to marry and was held as a 
role model of love to many who knew 
them.

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Va’ad Minutes 


Robin Leonard gave the drash on Par- 
ashat Vayikra, which begins the book 
of Leviticus and focuses on all kinds 
of offerings. Robin painted the picture 
of our ancient offerings as bloody and 
gross, in contrast to the Torah’s 
description of our elaborately deco- 
rated, ornate Mishkan, suggesting that 
the Mishkan must be lived in to be a 
true spiritual home. Likewise with our 
own Mishkan, we continue to struggle 
to live in it, with our own messy issues 
of space shortage and incomplete 
projects, bringing our offerings of 
worship and community and thereby 
making it our spiritual home. 


Community guests Yolanda and Doni 
came to present the Mission Resource 
Center, which will provide a range of 
services (including showers, storage, 
medical care, case management and 
more) to homeless people and those at 
risk of homelessness living in the North 
Mission community. At this time the 
program coordinators are continuing 
to seek a site and the City of San 
Francisco is seeking a provider to offer 
the services once the program opens. 
CSZ will become an official sponsor 
of the project. 


David Shneer presented the Children’s 
Education Report. Currently, all of the 
Kadimah teachers are looking forward 
to continuing with CSZ next year, 
which is extraordinary. There was an 
event to honor teachers on April 1. 
Elise will begin the B’nai Mitzvah 
Mentor Training in May or June. The 
Kadimah community appreciated the 
early start time for the Purim celebra- 
tion. Planning is also under way for 
Havdallah Under the Stars, which will 
be synagogue-wide and kid oriented. 
Kadimah is currently responding to its 
limited space issue by exploring using 
the Oneg room as a multi-purpose 
room. Currently the Rabbi’s office is 
being used as a classroom and there is 
an expectation that an additional class 
will be added in the fall. The CEB is 
looking for direction from the Va’ad on 
how to proceed with this space concern. 


James Carlson presented the first 
reading of the 2000-01 budget. The 
possibility of increasing Kadimah tui- 
tion was put on the table. We need to 
make a study of our current pricing 
compared to other Hebrew Schools and 
to bear in mind that an increase also 
means a necessary increase in the 
scholarship fund. As tuition has not 
changed in three years, the CEB will 
explore the possibility of an increase. 
Pre-Kadimah tuition is also a possible 
source of revenue. It was agreed that we 
shall take “baby steps” in this area. 


The central issue of too high expenses 
with too little revenue was raised. 
Currently the budget shows a $40,000 
deficit. One idea for balancing was re- 
instituting a Ma’ayan Campaign, 
though that would not put money into 
the General Fund. Another was to use 
the prayerbook drive as a general fund- 
raiser, though that may not be timely. 
(The Fundraising Committee will be 
addressing this as a one-time event.) The 
Revenue Task Force will be looking at 
on-going revenue ideas for balancing the 
budget, including fundraising and 
exploring a building assessment 
increase. There was a question about 
belt-tightening. Most of our overhead 
costs are fixed and we don’t want to cut 
programming. It was suggested that we 
need to be clear about what it costs to 
have the kind of synagogue we want and 
explore our congregational relationship 
to money in that light. It was also sug- 
gested that we be honest with people 
about our current financial situation and 
have one or two fund-raisers to respond 
to it, staying focused on the big picture, 
rather than raising revenues piecemeal. 


Lea Salem delivered the Administra- 
tor’s Report. Meagan from our support 
staff will be leaving at the end of the 
month. The Va’ad thanked her and 
wishes her well. Lea reminded us that 
on any given Friday night 20-30% of 
people present are non-members. She 
requested that we pitch membership in 
announcements and really focus on 
outreach and welcoming.
